Sixten  thousand,  four  hundred  and  eighty-two  applications  had  been  received  in 
the  state  office  by  April  15.     This  figure  represents  94  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
<_^:otal  for  "the  state.     Sixteen  thousand  and  twenty  applications—or  91  percent  of  the 
state  total--have  been  approved.

We're  goint  to  need 
men  with  parachute  jumping  experience  in  the  forest  service,  and  we'll  take  all  the 
parachute  troops  you  can  bring  back  with  you."

Cruces  will  be  headquarters  of— the  new  orginization,""  V.r.  P.  Thorpe,  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  local  group,  said.     "C.  G.  Shull,  president  of  the  Federal  Land 
Bank  of  ".Tichita,  estimates  that  the  merger  will  save  spl57,000  a  year  in  operating 
expense,'

wool  staple  of  three  inches  or  more  and  of  12  months :  growth,  and  plenty  of  frame 
and  bone. 

LORE  TRUCK  PARTS 

Farmers  may 'benefit  from  the  recent  V.TB  order  providing  for  an  increase  in  the 
output  of  truck  and  bus  replacement  parts.     Producers  have  been  authorized  to  make  ^ 
a  limited  cut  in  military  production  to  meet  the  growing  civilian  shortage  of  auto- 
motive parts. 

TRIVIZ  ASKS  FOR  COOPERATION 

■  A  bottleneck  in  farm  labor  operations  that  could  make  the  present  labor  emer- 
gency far  more  serious  than  it  already  is  was  cited  today  by  A.  E.  Triviz,  State 
Supervisor  of  the  emergency  farm  labor  program,  who  is  asking  farmers  and  farm 
workers  to  cooperate  fully  with  their  county  extension  agents. 

"In  spite  of  shortages  that  we  know  exist,  many  farmers  are  not  reporting  their 
labor  needs  to  the  county  agents,"  Mr,  Triviz  said.     "The  county  agent's  office  is 
a  farm  placement  center,  where  requests  for  labor  and  applications  for  farm  work 


are  received.     If  the  labor,  program  doesn't  work  in  the  counties,  we  haven't  a 
»>    chance  in  the  state  office."

LAND  BANKS  DECLARE  POLICY 

In  an  effort  to  lessen  the  danger  of  land  inflation,  federal  land  banks  are 

t 

holding  strictly  to  their  policy  of  lending  on  the  basis  of  the  normal  agricultural; 
value  of  land,  according  to  C.  G.  Shull,  president  of  the  Federal  Land  Bank  of 
Wichita. 

"This  policy,  a  protection  to  the  purchaser  and  lender,  helps  maintain  sound 
land  values  and  is  a  guard  against  inflation,"  Mr.  Shull  said.     "The  men. who 
finances  his  farm  purchase  with  mortgage  credit  safeguards  himself  if  he  buys  close 
to  the  normal  agricultural  value  of  the  land." 
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
